POPULATION GE ATISTICS taken in 1666. The current year also rep- 
resents the thirtieth anniversary of a national system of vital statistics. 
Even more noteworthy from the viewpoint of Canadian demography is 
the fact that in 1956 the first nation-wide census ina mid-decennial pe- 
riod will be introduced. Canada has taken decennial censuses since 1871, 
afew years after Confederation. During the early stages of development 
in the West, a quinquennial census ofthe prairie provinces was initiated. 
The breadth and magnitude of current developments across the entire 
nation has inspired the new survey. 


The Censuses 


The 1956 Census. The 1956 Census will report a population prob- 
ably some two million over the 1951 Census figure of 14 million and will 
reveal extensive shifts of population between provinces. Probably growth 
rates of outlying metropolitan areas will be found to be in excess of three 
times the rates of the cities proper. The new survey will include both 
a census of population and a census of agriculture. The rapidly chang- 
ing conditions in agriculture and the difficulties of providing accurate 
estimates over a 10-year span have clearly revealed the need for an 
agricultural bench mark to bridge the long interval. 





The practicability of taking a 1956 census has been aided bythe 
many new techniques and improvements introduced in Canada's 1951 
Census. The 1956 Census will be characterized by questionnaires that 
are restricted to basic inquiries and by the full use of the mark-sensing 
technique of field enumeration, not only for population but for agricul- 
ture as well. The Population Document will contain five enumerative 
inquiries in addition to the name and address of each person, viz., on 
sex,age, marital status, relationship to head of household, and farmor 
non-farm residence. The agriculture inquiries for each farm are con- 
tained on two mark-sensed documents and include approximately 75 
basic inquiries, mainlyon crops, acreages, livestock, and farm machin- 
ery. Anew feature of the 1956 Census will be the method of obtaining 
by mechanical means, without prior coding, such data as household 
and family composition and ages of children, from a mark-sense enu- 
meration of the question on "relationship to head of household." Me- 
chanical means can then be employed to produce a summary punched 
card containing the details of each household and family for the tabula- 
tion processing to follow. An unusual feature of the mechanical process 
is that while the results will be prepared on a de jure basis, experi- 
mental data on a de facto basis will be derived for the study of tempo- 
rary residents. In the published results duplication will be avoided 
through preprints, which will be later bound to comprise the final report. 
The first results are expected in the latter part of 1956, with the work 
completed in the following year. 





It is felt that a major advance has been made in census taking 
through anew quality check. Inpractice enumeration censuses are like- 
ly tofall somewhat below the theoretical goal of complete enumeration. 
But the size of these discrepancies, unlike sampling errors, cannot or- 
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dinarily be determined by an analysis of the census data; the order of 
size is best determined by comparison with independent estimates. Such 
a comparison will be made with the Canadian Labour Force Survey of 
May 1956, which is a continuing survey based on an area sample of the 
Canadian population. Documents of the two surveys will be matched and 
compared. The tabulated comparisons will indicate the degree of di- 
vergence in answers to the same question by a matched group of res- 
pondents and will also provide an indication of the completeness of the 
enumeration. Asa result, certain areas will be re-enumerated to de- 
termine the reason forthe difference andto find whether questions have 
been misunderstood or whether enumerators have been at fault. This 
may spotlight fields requiring more detailed investigation. The proce- 
dure was applied in a number of selected urban areas in 1951, and the 
technique will be further extended in 1956. It is expected that the 1956 
comparison will indicate the completeness of enumeration for Canada 
as a whole. 


History of Census Taking. The historical development of census 
records isclosely associated withthe turning points of the nation's des- 
tiny. The earliest figures have been reconstructed from the ecclesias- 
tical records, the vital statistics of the French Roman Catholic popula- 
tion of what is now the Province of Quebec, back to the year 1608, when 
Quebec was founded by Champlain. In the earliest days of the colony 
deaths exceeded births, but by 1638, after the age and sex distribution 
of the small population became more normal, the births in each year 
exceeded the deaths, andthe population grew rapidly through natural in- 
crease as well as immigration. 








The census of 1666, the first systematic census of modern times, 
was ordered by Louis XIV to learn the progress of the colony after half 
acentury of existence. This census was taken onthe de jure principle, 
and a record was secured of all persons by name, with their ages, oc- 
cupations, conjugal conditions, and the relationship of each person to 
the head ofthe family. A supplementary inquiry dealt with areas under 
cultivation and numbers of cattle and sheep. This initial census of 1666 
was repeated for New France thirty-six times during the French regime. 


It must be admitted that whatever else may have resulted from 
the cession of Canada to the British in 1763 there was no improvement 
in statistics. The Colonial Office was content with much less elaborate 
reports. There was a census of Lower Canadain1765 and againin 1784 
and 1790, but not until well intothe 19th century did census taking assume 
amore regular form and greater comparability as between the colonies. 
By the 1840's most of the provinces had accepted the idea of a regular 
decennial census. 


Uses of Census Data. The legal purpose of the census under the 
British North America Act of 1867 istodetermine representation in the 
Federal House of Commons. But the Canadian census of today has nu- 
merous other uses. It constitutes, in part, nothing less thana periodical 
stocktaking of the people — their number, geographical distribution, 
ages, marital status, places of birth, nationalities, origins, languages, 
schooling, occupations, earnings, family composition, housing conditions, 
etc. Census data on the number of the population are useful in deter- 
mining provincial subsidy payments, school grants, and other forms of 
public expenditure where amounts paidare onaper capita basis. Simple 
counts of the population are also essential in calculating birth, death, 
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and marriage rates, production and consumption rates, and many other 
per capita measures. Census population counts also serve as bench 
marks in the making of intercensal estimates of population. At each 
level of government, population figures from the census are regarded 
as official counts of numbers of persons living in provinces, cities, towns, 
villages, etc. 


Statistics on such characteristics of the population as age, mari- 
tal status, language, and occupation likewise serve a variety of uses. 
Age figures, for example, are required in estimating the costs of social 
security measures, such as family allowances and old age pensions, in 
estimating schooling needs, in producing life tables, and for a variety 
of purposes in the study of social and economic problems. Marital status 
statistics from the census are used to compare the incidence of various 
diseases among single and married persons, to estimate the proportion 
of married women in the labor force, to determine the changes taking 
place inthe number of widowed and divorced persons in Canada. Statis- 
tics on language and mother tongue are useful to educational authorities, 
advertising agencies, andthe foreign language press. Occupation statis- 
tics are of value to immigration officials and vocational counselors in 
technical school and employment offices. These statistics are of interest 
to firms wishing to know what occupational skills may be found in local- 
ities where they maybe planning to establish branch plants. Similarly, 
statistics from the censuses of agriculture and housing are of value in 
the solution of economic and social problems, as well as for more im- 
mediate administrative purposes. 


Canada has been working for over half a century, since the St. 
Petersburg meeting of the International Statistical Institution in 1887, 
to establish international comparability of statistics. As a member of 
the Statistical and Population Commissions of the United Nations, of the 
Food and Agriculture Organization, andof the Inter American Statistical 
Institute, Canada has taken an active part in the formulation of interna- 
tionally comparable concepts and definitions and in the setting up of a 
minimum and maximum program for the taking of a census. Recom- 
mendations of.the various interested international organizations were 
studied carefully and followed as closely as possible inthe planning and 
compilation of the 1951 Census. 


The 1951 Census. The 1951 Census was clearly the most sig- 
nificant in the country's history. Coming at the mid-point of the cen- 
tury, it provided a means of measuring Canada's development during 
the first half of this century. It reflected the widespread economic and 
social changes resulting from the Second World War, the change-over 
to a peacetime economy, and the tremendous industrial developments 
which have occurred during this period. Following the Union of New- 
foundland and Canada in 1949, the 1951 Census represents Canada's 
first census as a nation of ten provinces. 





A word about the magnitude and direction of changes revealed 
by the 1951 Census is perhaps necessary as a preface to a description 
of its organization and techniques. The ten years between 1941 and 
1951 witnessed the largest growth in Canada's history, with population 
increasing from eleven anda half milliontooverfourteen million. There 
were sharp differences in provincial trends, however. The population 
of British Columbia increased by 42 per cent during the ten-year period, 
while in Saskatchewan there was a decline of 7 per cent. The rates of

growth in Ontario and Quebec were nearly identical at slightly over 21 
per cent. 


There has been a complete transformation in the rural-urban 
distribution of the population. In 1891, 68 per cent of the population 
livedin rural areas, while in 1951, 62 per cent of the population livedin 
urban areas. Between 1941 and 1951 alone the gain in population in 
urban areas was 30 per cent, while that in rural areas was only 3 per 
cent. Of particular significance was thetrend of population in the major 
cities. The proportion of the urban population living in cities of 100,000 
or over has risen from 26 per cent in 1891 to 42 per cent in 1951. The 
population inthe metropolitan areas of cities of 100,000 or over in 1951 
was 4.7 million. This was 54 per cent of the total urban population or 
about one third of the total population of Canada. The combined popu- 
lation of the suburban parts of these cities increased about 87 per cent 
between 1941 and 1951, as compared with a 12 percent increase within 
the cities proper. 


The 1951 Census revealed interesting changes in the age and 
sex distribution of the population. Since 1881, when age statistics be- 
came available, the age composition of the Canadian people has been 
undergoing a marked alteration. Up to the 1941 Census children con- 
stituted an almost steadily declining proportion of the total population 
with the age group under 10 making up 18 per cent of the population in 
1941 compared with 27 percent in 1881. This long-term trend was re- 
versed in 1951, when children under 10 years comprised 22 percent of 
the total population. The proportion of older people in Canada's popu- 
lation has shown a marked increase. In only 20 years more than six 
years have been added to the life expectancy of the average Canadian 
male and more than eight years to the life expectancy of the average 
Canadian female. Changes in the sex distribution of the Canadian pop- 
ulation have been accounted for by such factors as changing immigra- 
tion, which is no longer as predominantly male as it was before 1930, 
emigration, which has involved more men than women, and greater 
longevity, which has improved faster for females. In 1911 there were 
1,129 males to every 1,000 females, but in 1951 only 1,024. 


On the technical side, the 1951 Census marked the introduction 
of many new techniques of census taking, such as the principle of de- 
centralization of certain operations, the use of mark-sense equipment 
in conjunction with high-speed electronic tabulating machines, and the 
employment of printing processes designed to speed the release of pub- 
lished reports and volumes. These techniques were only the latest 
stepsinacontinuing historical process. Tabulating and other auxiliary 
equipment was first used in the 1911 Census. In 1921 census-machine 
installation was expanded considerably, with increased use made of 
sorters, tabulators, adding and comptometer machines. For the 1931 
Census, the Bureau staff designed and produced three special census 
machines: the gang punch, automatic verifier, and sorter-tabulator. 
The automatic verifier servedto point upfuture possibilities of mechan- 
ical editing. Special machines operated by compressed air were devel- 
oped for the 1941 Census. These machines gave new flexibility. By the 
use of relay tubes, one or more characteristics could be cross-classified 
with other information. 


In 1951 census operations were streamlined to an extent not 
possible with earlier machine installations. Hand key-punching was 
avoided by using ink that carriedanelectric current and couldbe "read" 
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byaDocument punch. Entries were automatically checked for consist- 
ency through the setting of the machine to reject unacceptable com- 
binations of characteristics. For example, a card for a doctor had to 
show a minimum number of years of schooling. Because of the new 
procedures, the results were available in half the time otherwise pos- 
sible, and with a saving of two million dollars. 


An interesting factor in the success of the 1951 Census was the 
testing of the new methods in experimental trials in 1949 which con- 
firmed that mark-sensing in the field was worthwhile but showed that 
anumber of changes in procedure would improve it. During the census, 
controlat the enumeration stage was facilitated by a system of progress 
reporting using postal cards. New methods of training enumerators 
(especially the use of the two-part manual, with one part to be memo- 
rized and the other to be referred to) and clearer definitions of enu- 
meration areas by the use of maps were important in raising the qual- 
ity of results. 


The 1951 Census was taken in June, andthe first release of cen- 
sus information, appearing on August 17, 1951, contained provisional 
totals of the population for cities, towns, and incorporated villages. 
Starting early in 1952 half a dozen basic classifications of the general 
population characteristics most in demand were released in the form 
of typewritten offset reports. During the first six months of 1953 census 
tract statistics were released for fourteen of Canada's largest cities. 
These tracts represent statistical units designed to provide compari- 
sons of social and economic factors within an urban community that are 
often obscured in city totals. Final preliminary releases were repro- 
ductions of the exact tables planned for the census volumes and were 
ready to be bound in their existing form. 


The first census volume toappear in print from the 1951 Census 
was released in July 1953, and there remains only one summary volume 
scheduled for release before the middle of 1956. The published volumes, 
with notes on their contents, are as follows: 


I - Population: General characteristics suchas sex, age, marital sta- 
tus, origin, religious denomination, birthplace, citizenship, period 
of immigration, mother tongue, years of schooling and war service. 

II - Population: Cross-classifications by (a) age groups and sex and 
(b) origin and sex. 

III - Housing and Families: Household information and family char- 
acteristics. 

IV - Labour Force: Occupations and industries. 

V - Labour Force: Earningsandemployment. Wage and salary earn- 
ings by weeks of employment. 

VI - Agriculture (Parts I and II): Information on occupied farms and 
data on individual crops, livestock, and farm machinery. 

VII - Distribution: Retail trade. 
VIII - Distribution: Wholesale trade and services. 

IX - Fisheries: The first census survey of this industry. 

X - General Review: The first part consists of textual matter, inter- 
spersed with a number of summary tables and charts; the second 
comprises historical and analytical tabular material. The aim is 
to provide a general interpretation of the census results. 

XI - Administrative Report: This provides a permanent record of cen- 
sus procedures inthe various stages of planning, enumeration, tabu- 
lation, and publication ofthe 1951 Census. First, it enables a more 
comprehensive assessment to be made of the statistics presented 
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in the various census volumes by providing necessary background 
information. Second, it adds a further chapter to the historical 
account of census taking in Canada, which it is hoped will prove of 
value to statisticians and demographers in other countries, as well 
as to Canadian Census officials engaged in the planning of future 
censuses. 


Vital Statistics 


History of Registration. It is only since 1920 that the Census 
has been supplemented by a nation-wide registration system of vital 
statistics. Registration of baptisms, marriages, and burials by ec- 
clesiastical authorities dates from the very first days of French colo- 
nization around 1610 and was later extended to the English colony. In 
English-speaking Canada this system was succeeded 250 to 300 years 
later by provincial acts for registration of births, marriages, and deaths 
by the civil authorities. The Canadian Constitution (the British North 
America Act of 1867), in addition to defining the constitutional status of 
the provinces in the Canadian Confederation, provided that legislation 
relating to property and civil rights falls within the jurisdiction of the 
provinces, while "Census and Statistics" were delimited as federal re- 
sponsibilities. 








Accordingly, the several provinces at varying times between 
1860 and 1906 enacted legislation for the compulsory civil registration 
of vital events. The civil recording of vital events during this period, 
and for some years later, was seriously deficient and impracticable for 
national compilation purposes, mainly because of variations in legisla- 
tion, incompleteness of registration, lack of uniformity in classification 
and presentation, omission of important data, choice of fiscal instead 
of calendar year, and in some cases suspension of registration for sev- 
eral years. 


Two methods were used under the first federal Census and Sta- 
tistics Act inan attempt to compile some basic national vital statistics 
during this early period. That Act provided for a recording of deaths 
inthe census year and for "the annual collection and publication of vital 
statistics in such ways and manner as are found most practicable," 
preferably in collaboration with local authorities. Accordingly, inmost 
of the earlier Dominion Censuses up to 1911 the number of births and 
the number and causes of death having occurred in the preceding year 
were recorded, but the obviously unreliable results led to the aban- 
donment of this plan at the 1911 Census. In 1882 mortuary statistics 
of cities of over 25,000 population were collected through the cooperation 
and subsidizing of the local boards of health, but, superseded by the 
gradual organization of provincial records, this plan was abandoned in 
the 1890's. Since the Census was not a full-time continuous operation, 
no permanent national focal point was available for the collection and 
compilation of national statistics or for the encouragement of local reg- 
istration and statistics until the creation of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics in 1918. 


After the creation of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics in that 
year andasa result of several Dominion-Provincial conferences agree- 
ment was reached on the following principles essential to a national 
system: (1) registration was the responsibility of each province;(2) 
provincial legislation was tobe based on a model law; (3) the Dominion 
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would supply to each province uniform registration forms, which were, 
however, adapted to local needs and requirements; (4) the provinces 
would supply copies of all registrations tothe Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics at specified intervals; (5)the Dominion Bureau of Statistics was 
to serve as a statistical clearing house for national vital statistics and 
the preparation of uniform tabulations required bythe provinces; (6) to 
be included inthe registration area, each province must demonstrate at 
least 90 per cent complete registration. 


Since 1921 each province except Quebec and Newfoundland has 
had compulsory legislation for the registration of births, stillbirths, 
marriages, and deaths, based on the principles of the model law but 
adapted in administrative detail to meet local needs. Quebec entered 
the registration area in 1926 and Newfoundland in 1949 upon entry into 
Confederation. 


Administration of Registration. In most provinces the collection 
of vital statistics is administered by the Health and/or Welfare Depart- 
ment, and the legislative head is designatedas Registrar General. Reg- 
istration is completed by a system of local registrars, although the 
methods of appointment, remuneration, and administrative responsibili- 
ty vary from province to province according to local constitutional re- 
quirements. Despite the minor variations in record-keeping practices 
and office procedures (for example, one province has a confidential 
death registration), registration principles, records, arid practices are 
basically uniform. 





At regular intervals the original provincial vital records are 
microfilmed and forwarded to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics for 
statistical processing and for the preparation of national statistics and 
the uniform annual tabulations that are provided to the provinces. At 
present particulars as to the place of occurrence ofthe vital event, the 
area of residence, and in the case of death records the underlying cause 
of death are precoded prior to microfilming. All other particulars 
are coded by the national office. In addition, mechanically listed in- 
dexes are prepared for the use of the federal Family Allowances Ad- 
ministration, as checks against applications for benefits on behalfof all 
children under age 16, and forthe use of provincial registration offices 
in certificate searches. 


Liaison between the Bureau and the provincial offices is main- 
tained by a Vital Statistics Council, established in 1945 by a federal 
Order-in-Council, which meets at least once a year. The Council is 
made up of one representative from each province (the officer directly 
in charge of provincial registration), the Dominion Statistician as chair- 
man, and the Directors of the Health and Welfare and Census Divisions 
of the Bureau. The Councilis bothaclearinghouse and a planning board, 
its functions being to discuss problems of law and procedure, to deter- 
mine and advise their respective governments on such changes as appear 
usefulor necessary, to improve statistical quality, andto make recom- 
mendations as to the future use of the National Index. 


Canadian vital-statistics practice follows the principles laid down 
inthe model law of 1949. Briefly, in the case of births in all provinces 
except Quebec and Newfoundland (where registration is effected atthe 
time of baptism) the responsibility of registration is upon the mother, 
primarily, or upon the father; failing them, the guardian, the occupier of 
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the house where the birth occurred, or, lastly, the attendant at birth is 
required to act as informant. In the case of illegitimate births, in ac- 
cordance with conventional practice, particulars about the natural father 
can be entered on the record only with the written consent of both parents. 
In all cases the English common law of presumption of parentage of 
married persons is applied. 


The actual machinery of birth registration is straightforward. 
In some provinces the attendant at birth is required within 24 hours, or 
at most 48 hours, to notify the local registrar of his attendance at the 
birth. The local registrar is then responsible for obtaining the regis- 
tration from the parent directly or through arrangement withthe insti- 
tution in the case of hospitalized births. Registration must be effected 
within 30 days, andin one province within 10 days. Registrations effected 
after one year from the date of birth (in one province after 90 days) must 
be filed directly with the Registrar General and be supported by docu- 
mentary proof of place and date of birth and of parentage accarding to 
universally accepted standards of evidence. The requirements as tothe 
types of acceptable evidence are rigidly enforced in all provinces. 


In the case of deaths, in accordance with universal practice, 
registration is the responsibility of the person charged with the dis- 
posal of the body. He is required to complete the personal particulars 
and to arrange for certification of the medical particulars, including 
the cause of death, by the attending physician or coroner. The death 
registration is then exchanged for a burial or transportation permit 
issued by the local registrar. Under no circumstances must a body be 
removed, buried, cremated, or otherwise disposed of, or a religious 
service be held on its behalf without a burial permit having been issued 
in exchange for the registration of death. 


Persons authorized to solemnize marriage are required to reg- 
ister the event with the local registrar immediately upon completion of 
the ceremony. 


In the provinces of Quebec and Newfoundland registration of birth 
is effected at the time of baptism by the clergy, who, in addition to com- 
pleting the ecclesiastical record, actaslocal registrars and make their 
returns, asinallother provinces, to the central provincial vital statis- 
tics office. Births of any children not baptized shortly after birth may 
be registered by the parents at civil registry offices inthe same manner 
asinother provinces. Registrations of burials and marriages are sim- 
ilarly effected by the officiating clergy acting as civil local registrars. 
Otherwise, registration principles, practices, and procedures are the 
same as those in effect in the other eight provinces. 


Tests of registration completeness have indicated complete cov- 
erage in some provinces and virtually complete coverage in all others 
during the past two decades. Inclusion inthe registration area calls for 
at least 90 per cent complete coverage, and more and more births are 
occurring in hospitals, many under prepaid hospital schemes. Noprov- 
ince has had less than 95 per cent coverage since the initiation of the 
national system in 1920. Further, the close liaison ofthe federal Fami- 
ly Allowances Administration with provincial offices has resulted in 
almost 100 per cent registration in all areas. 


Notable Features of Registration Practice. Some important uni- 
form features of Canadian registration practice maybe worthy of note. 
One basic principle, written into the Canadian model law and applied in all 


























provinces downtothe local registrar level, is that an event can be reg- 
istered only in the jurisdiction in which it occurred. The issuance of 
official certificates and certified copies or extracts from records are 
restricted to the Registrar General. The local registrar's functions 
are limited tothe registration of events and the checking of records for 
completeness and accuracy; no copies are retained nor is authority 
granted for issuance of certificates exceptfora simple acknowledgment 
of the fact of registration. The legislation provides for certain further 
restrictions as to whom and in what form certificates shall be issued. 
For example, except for certified copies issued under special circum- 
stances, no information as to the cause of death is contained on Cana- 
dian death certificates. The correction or alteration of records is strictly 
governed by regulation. The model law and provincial legislation pro- 
vides for marginal notations (and/or reregistration as the case may be) 
on receipt of certified copies of adoption, legitimation, or change-of-name 
orders from recognized courts of law. Copies of such orders relating 
to births having occurred in another jurisdiction are forwarded by the 
provincial registrar tothe province, state, or country concerned. In ac- 
cordance with conventional practice, certificates issued from amended 
records are issued from the amended particulars. The model legisla- 
tion provides, among the usual requirements, for penalties for non- 
registration, fraudulent or falsified registration, and for misuse of cer- 
tificates. Much of the uniformity of provincial practice has resulted 
from the fact that provincial legislation since 1920 has been based en- 
tirely on the principles laid down in the model law. The Vital Statistics 
Council has had a marked effect on unifying Canadian practice, as have 
several national conferences on vital statistics at which representation 
from other governmental and voluntary agencies was invited. Some of 
these have had far-reaching implications for the system. 


At the Dominion-Provincial Vital Statistics Conference of 1944, 
for example, the implications for vital statistics of impending social 
security legislation were studied. The immediate objective was the 
formulation of an arrangement for a relatively speedy, accurate, and 
efficient method of verification of the facts of birth of all children under 
the age of 16 in Canada. This verification process was required incon- 
nection with the implementation, on July 1, 1945, of a national scheme 
of Family Allowances whereby the Federal Government was to pay a 
monthly allowance on behalf of each child. It was imperative that the 
verification procedure be arranged within the provisions of the provin- 
cial vital statistics legislation, without disrupting the normal operation 
of the provincial registration offices, and with the maximum of speed. 


Since the Family Allowances plan would require verification of 
births dating from January 1, 1925, it was agreed that each province 
would undertake asa special project the microfilming of the birth reg- 
istrations comprising this backlog as well asthe current registrations. 
From these records the Bureau of Statistics agreed to prepare indexes 
to be used in the Family Allowances offices for verifying the date of birth 
and other particulars givenonapplication forms submitted by parents. 


Two further concepts of the functions of this index arose out of 
later meetings of the Vital Statistics Council. The first was the possi- 
bility of linking, through a central index, such vital records as births, 
stillbirths, legitimations, changes of name, adoptions, marriages, dis- 
solutions, immigration, emigration, and deaths. The second wasa sys- 
tem of numerical identification of the individual, through his birth num- 
ber, which would provide the foundation for the linkage already referred 
to and open a field of usefulness with tremendous scope and implication. 
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The cross-reference of later events applicable to the original 
birth record has been effected through the birth identity number, which 
comprises 10 digits — 2 for the year of birth, 2 for the province of birth, 
and 6 comprising the non-duplicating registration record number. A- 
mendments to records covering such events as adoptions and other 
changes of name or status are microfilmed in the usual manner and 
forwarded to the Bureau for matching with the original entries. This 
system permits full verification for Family Allowance purposes and 
also provides a complete name index for provincial searching pur- 
poses. To date the use of this index has been limited to Family Allow- 
ance administrative use, where it has been found eminently efficient. 





Statistics. In Canada, national vital statistics administration isa func- 
tion of the Health and Welfare Division ofthe Bureau of Statistics. This 
Division deals, as does the Census Division, with the compilation of sta- 
tistics on Canada's human resources — numerical change and the growth 
of population, the assessment ofits physical attributes — and, toan in- 
creasing degree, with the interrelationship between the health of the Ca- 
nadian people and their social and economic circumstances. The Divi- 
sion's activities in recent years have been strongly influenced by the 
concepts of social, as well as physical, well-being; of individual, as 
wellas community health indices; and of the intimate connection between 
the fields of health and welfare. Inthe welfare field, statistics of crime 
and delinquency and of welfare institutions have been collected for some 
time on a large scale. Inthe field of health, the Division seeks primarily 
to secure nation-wide coverage of three areas. The first of these, the 
national vital statistics in both their demographic and public health fea- 
tures, in general measures the level of health of the country. The second 
area is covered by national statistics of the volume of illness and of the 
characteristics of the persons and families experiencing illness. The 
thirdis the measurement ofthe services provided by hospitals and cer- 
tain welfare institutions and of the utilization of those services. 


The Health and Welfare Division differs from other divisions of 
the Bureau in that the three areas ofits responsibility are the constitu- 
tional concern of the provincial governments rather than ofthe Federal 
Government. In each case, however, the source data must be collected 
and compiled within the framework of either formal or informal work- 
ing arrangements between the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and the 
provincial governments. Although these arrangements are negotiated and 
contracted bilaterally with each province, their substance is usually 
prepared beforehand at technical conferences with full provincial re- 
presentation. This technique, by providing a forum for the presentation 
of provincial views and requirements, has proved extremely success- 
ful in preparing for subsequent Dominion-provincial agreement on the 
respective responsibilities ofthe Division and the provinces inthe col- 
lection, edition, compilation, and presentation ofall types of health sta- 
tistics. 


Coordination of Vital Statistics Nationally and Internationally. 
A central statistical organization such as the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics facilitates the close association of the vital statistics interests 
with those of other related divisions of the Bureau that is essential toa 
coordinated system of vital statistics. As a basis for various vital sta- 
tistics rates the relevant section of the Vital Statistics Unit depends 
directly on Census population data. Alsoacertain uniformity with other 
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divisions of the Bureau must be maintained in such matters asthe des- 
criptions of geographic areas; definitions of occupation, citizenship, and 
origin; andthe classification of age-groupings. This correlation is par- 
ticularly important in connection withthe census, since the vital statis- 
tics tabulations provide one of the bases for the population estimates 
which bridge the periods between the censuses. 


International liaison has beenof great practical utility for Cana- 
dian vital statistics, as it has been in the case of the Canadian Census. 
Canada has been actively interested in international health statistics, 
notably in the revision of the classification of diseases, injuries, and 
causes of deaths; in the development of morbidity statistics; in the 
delineation of terms, definitions, and classifications; and in the compila- 
tion of specialized national statistics that might further the knowledge 
of current health problems. There has always been close collaboration 
with corresponding agencies, notably those of the United States and the 
United Kingdom, inthe study of health statistics problems, particularly 
those related to the coding and classifying of causes of death. More 
recently, the World Health Organization has referred the problem of 
the international comparability of mortality statistics, and other specific 
health statistics problems, to Canada for special study, in collaboration 
with certain other member countries, with the objective of formulating 
international uniformity of practice throughout the world. 


Publications Relative to Vital Statistics. Canadian vital statis- 

tics are routinely published in three official reports: 

1. A monthly report of births, marriages, and deaths based on the 

total number of records filed during a particular month inthe prov- 

incial vital statistics offices, regardless of the month of occurrence, 

but excluding delayed registrations. The primary purpose of this 

report isto depict, by meansof charts, current trends in comparison 

with those of the preceding three years; 

2. A preliminary annual report containing national and provincial 

historical summaries of population and principal vital statistics, as 

well as limited basic current statistics for the country asa whole and 

for each province; 

3. A detailed annual report similar to the preliminary release but 

providing detailed data with extensive analyses and classifications. 
In addition an annual count of divorces is released. 





The Vital Statistics Section collaborates withthe Census Division 
in the compilation of annual intercensal estimates of the population of 
the provinces, by marital status and age. 


Several analytical series have been released on specific aspects 
of vital statistics. These have dealt with cancer, with maternal, infant, 
and neonatal mortality, and with deaths from violent and accidental 
causes, as wellas witha historical summary on divorces. An ambitious 
series of analytical studies is planned for the near future, covering 
more current data and including historical trends and analyses of the 
data available since 1920. This series would include studies of: Vital 
Statistics Trends — primarily the demographic aspects as influenced 
by vital statistics; Canadian Mortality Trends — a summary report of 
trends in mortality fromthe main disease categories; Analytical Series 
on Mortality — from the major causes (cardio-vascular-renal diseases; 
cancer; infective diseases; infant, neonatal and perinatal mortality; ac- 
cidental and violent deaths; motor vehicle accidents, etc.). The Vital 
Statistics Section has collaborated in the preparation of life tables for 
Canada, covering the years 1931, 1941, 1947, and 1951. 
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As a by-product several administrative or training documents 
have been released by the Section. Notable among these are: Vital Sta- 
tistics Handbook — a training manual comprising a summary of prin- 
ciples of registration, collection, compilation, and analysis of vital sta- 
tistics; Physicians' Pocket Reference — a pocket manual distributed 
gratis to physicians as an aid in certifying causes of death; Summary 
of Vital Statistics — areprint from the official Canada Year Book sum- 
marizing significant historical data with rates and charts, which has 
been found useful as a teaching medium in university medical schools, 
schools of nursing and public health, etc.
